To relieve the acute shortage of farm 
laborers in this State, the Pennsylva- 
nia Department of Labor and Industry, 
through its Bureau of Employment, has 
set aside Saturday of each week as 
Farm Labor Day at eacli of its of- 
fices. It has been learned that Sat- 
urday is a convenient day for farmers 
to meet workers at the Stale Labor Bu- 
reau for the purpose of arranging for 
their hire for the season. 

In the Philadelphia District, Farm 
Labor Day is observed at the head- 
quarters of the State Employment Of- 
fice, .lo]9-1521 Arch street, Philadel- 
phia, where every effort is made by tho 
Department's officials to procure com- 
petent farm workers to meet the urg- 
ent need of Pennsylvania 's farmers. 

Hundreds of high school boys will 
be placed on farms throughout the 
State during the summer vacation. In 
a further effort to supply farm labor- 
ers, the Bureau of Employment officials 
expect fo have the boys go into tho 
country, during June, July and August, 
where they can have healthful employ- 
ment, wholesome food, good wages and 
instructive experience.

Bell Telephone Co. Asks For 
Increase in Rate Schedule 



FILED APPLICATION RECENTLY 

AT HARRISBURG FOR NEW 

CHARGES. 



EFFECTIVE MAY FIRST. 



The new Bell Telephone rates, which 
are to go into effect on May 1st, were 
filed with the Public Service Commis- 
sion at llarrisburg, March 1!), 1920, by 
The Bell Telephone Company of Penn- 
sylvania. New rates have been worked 
out for every exchange in the State. 
Wayne, Bryn Ma.wr, Ardmorc, Nar- 
berth, Merion and Cynwyd will be ask- 
ed to pay as follows after May 1st. 
The old rates are given for comparison: 

Monthly Business Base Rates.

Two-Party 4.50 11.00 

Four-Party 4.00 

Monthly Residence Base Rates.

New toll and long distance rates arc 
also introduced. As a matter of fact, 
the schedules in use prior to December 
1. J !)]!>, are reintroduced with but slight, 
modifications. This provides uniform- 
ity within Pennsylvania and makes the 
State conform with the system in use 
for interstate calls. Night, rates will 
again be in effect. 

The company's letter to the Commis- 
sion explaining the need for greater 
revenues is reproduced: 
Mr. John G. llopwood, Acting Sec'y, 

The Public .Service Commission 
of Pennsylvania, 

llarrisburg, Pennsylvania. 
Dear Sir: 

There is transmitted herewith, for fil- 
ing with your Honorable Commission 
according to law, new and revised 
schedules of toll and exchange rates of 
this company. 

During the year 1910 the average op- 
crating expense per telephone was $2.53 
a month, whereas, owing to the rapid 
rise in the costs of material and labor, 
the monthly average for December, 
1919, and January, 1920, was $:1.45,— 
an increase of $0.92, which when ap- 
plied to the average number of tele- 
phones in service in December, 1919, 
and January, 3920, to wit, 018,000, 
gives approximately $568,000 a month. 
This represents the average excess of 
operating expenses in December, 1919, 
and January, 1920, over the level of 
1910, in spite of the introduction by the 
management of every known and feas- 
ible method of economy. When express- 
ed in terms of income, this means that, 
even assuming no further rise in tho 
costs of material and labor, the esti- 
mated gross revenues for 1920 from tho 
existing rates would be approximately 
$27,50(1,000, with operating expenses of 
approximately $27,200,000, leaving net 
revenues for the year of only $300,000 
for interest ami dividends on an invest- 
ment of more than $100,000,000. 

The new schedules wore prepared to 
meet these present operating facts and 
are estimated to produce additional 
revenues to meet the increase in oper- 
ating expenses per annum attributable 
solely to the excess of prevailing costs 
of material and labor over tho level of 
the year 1916. and hence to restore that 
relationship between the revenues anA 



expenses of this company which your 
Commission established when it pre- 
scribed the present schedules of rates 
in its order of April 4, 1917, after a 
painstaking and exhaustive investiga- 
tion running over a period of more than 
three years. 

It should be obvious that the result 
of operations under present rates consti- 
tutes a serious menace to our credit, 
which will be destroyed entirely if ade- 
quate relief be not promptly afforded. 

The estimated demand for extensions 
and additions in 1920 will require $10,- 
000,000 of new mouey. Even if no new 
patrons were added and it were at- 
tempted to restrict the service to the 
number who now have it, there would 
still be required in 1920, $7,000,000 of 
new money to cover replacements at the 
present level of prices and the con- 
stant flux in the telephone business ow- 
ing to disconnections, removals and 
changes of location of telephones, ne- 
cessitating capital additions to both 
the exchange and toll plants. 

Failure to secure new money each 
year would not only prevent the giving 
of anj- service to additional patrons, 
but would also cause a progressive de- 
terioration in the quality and diminu- 
tion in the quantity of service ren- 
dered to existing patrons — deterioration 
in quality because of lack of money to 
introduce economies and improvements 
as the telephone art advances, and 
diminution in quantity because of the 
inevitable net annual loss of patrons in 
spite of every effort to maintain a con- 
stant number. For example, there will 
be 105,000 disconnections during the 
current year, of which 70,000 will dis- 
appear and 35,000 will move their lo- 
cation, either within the same com- 
munity or to another in this common- 
wealth. To give service to 70,000 new 
pat rons to replace those who disappear 
will require new money for new and 
additional plant, as will also the pro- 
viding of new plant to reconnect, into 
the system the 35,000 who change their 
location. This phase of the telephone 
business is here stressed, not so much 
because of the financial effect upon the 
company, as to indicate the paramount 
interest of the public in the quality and 
scope of their service. Any change of 
the present policy of the company in 
this respect, would change the attitude 
of the public from that of general ac- 
quiescence to that of open and active 
protestation. 

To attract new capital unimpaired 
credit is essential. 

As the rate of return of public serv- 
ice companies is limited by regulation, 
such companies can appeal for money 
only to the relatively small classes of 
conservative investors, such as sav- 
ings, educational and charitable insti- 
tutions, and individuals whose income 
is derived wholly or chiefly from in- 
vested capital. To sucli conservative 
(dasses security of principal and reason- 
able assurance of regularity of divi- 
dends are of vital consequence. Such 
security of principal and regularity of 
dividends this company cannot now of- 
fer from the revenues derived from its 
existing rates. 

Increasing the rates for telephone 
service, and thus adding to the burdens 
now being borne by the public by rea- 
son of the high costs of the necessities 
of life, affords neither pleasure nor 
gratification to the officers of this com- 
pany. They are constrained to take 
this course by their plain duty to 
their patrons, their employees, and the 
holders of their securities and stock.

Constitution of the Narberth 
Civic Association 



ARTICLE I. 

Name. The name of this organiza- 
tion shall be the Narberth Civic Asso- 
ciation. 

ARTICLE II. 

Object. The object of the Association 
shall be to improve and beautify tho 
borough and vicinity and to assist and 
cooperate with the authorities in en- 
forcing laws and ordinances relating 
thereto; to promote any project having 
for its purpose the betterment of the 
community as whole; to provide a 
means of acquiring and disseminating 
information on any subject of general 
interest; and to foster and maintain a 
fraternal spirit among the people of our 
community. 

ARTICLE III. 

Membership. All persons residing in 
this community are members and are 
entitled to attend meetings of the .As- 
sociation and avail themselves of its 
benefits. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Dues. The annual dues of voting 
members shall be One Dollar ($1.00); 
of contributing members, Two Dollars 
$2.00) ; of sustaining members, Five 
Dollars ($5.00) or more; payable at the 
time application is received and annual- 
ly thereafter at the time of annual 
meeting. All paying members privi- 
leged to vote. 

ARTICLE A'. 
Officers. Tho officers of the Associa- 
:ion shall be composed of voting mem- 
bers and shall consist of a President, 
throe Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a 
Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer, 
and a Board of Directors consisting of 
eighteen (IS) members. The ollicers 
shtall hold office for the term of one 
year and the directors shall be elected 
six for one year, six for two years, and 
six for three years, and thereafter six 
each year for three years. The Presi- 
dent, Vice-President and Secretary 
shall, by virtue of their office, be mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors and shall 
preside at its meetings. 

Officers. The Board of Directors shall 
choose from their number four persons, 
who, with the President of the Associa- 
tion, shall constitute an Executive Com- 
mittee of which the President shall be 
Chairman, which committee shall have 
power to transact any business of the 
Board; provided, that any act done by 
(hem shall be subject to • the approval 
of the Board of Directors. 

There shall be no regular meetings of 
the Board of Directors, but meetings 
shall be held from time to time as the 
business and interests of the Associa- 
tion may require. 

Quorum Directors. A majority of the 
Board shall constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Meetings. An annual meeting of the 
Association for the purpose of elect- 
ing officers and for transacting such 
other business as may come before tho 
meeting shall be held during the month 
of March of each year on such date as 
may be fixed by the Board of Direc- 
tors or by the Executive Committee. 

There shall be no other stated meet- 
ings of tho Association, but meetings 
shall be called by the President at any 
time, upon tho request of the Board of 
Directors, or of the Executive Com- 
mittee, or upon tho written request of 
any ten voting members, who shall 
state in writing the purpose for which 
they dosiro such meeting to be called. 

Whenever a meeting is to bo called, 
it shall be the duty of the Secretary

to post on the bulletin board a notice 
of the time, place and object of such 
meeting. Such notice shall be posted 
as long before the date of the meeting 
as circumstances permit, in order that 
all members shall have reasonable op- 
portunity to attend the meeting. But 
in no case shall a meeting bo convened 
on less than twenty-four hours' notice. 

Quorum Members. Twenty voting 
members shall constitute a quorum. 

ARTTOLE VII. 

Amendments. This Constitution may 
be amended at any time by vote of 
two-thirds of the members present and 
entitled to vote, provided thirty days' 
notice of the meeting and of the pro- 
posed amendments shall have been 
given.

The Pnblic and the Post-Office 



Every citizen owes it to himself to 
make such study of our national post- 
oilice as will enable him to understand 
tho facilities and advantages it affords, 
as well as the conditions under which 
it performs its work. This knowledge 
will enable any citizen to secure great- 
o" benefit from the postol'fiee and to cul- 
tivate better postal service for all. 

The postoffico does not challenge, but 
invites criticism, and one way in which 
the public can co-operate is by offer- 
ing suggestions and calling attention 
to imperfections in the service, which 
are not always apparent to the man 
inside. 

There are many ways in which the 
public can assist the postoffico in en- 
suring efficient handling and prompt dc- 
iiverv of the mail. In the first place, 
all mail should be addressed legibly, 
and the address should be complete. 
The delivery of mail is often delayed, 
and sometimes made impossible, by an 
omission of an important part of the ad- 
dress, such as the street number, or the 
room number when addressed to an of- 
fice building. 

A great deal of time is lost in en- 
deavoring to supply correct, addresses 
and supplying omissions. Delays are 
occasioned in deciphering peculiar chiro- 
graphic characters and eccentric spell- 
ing, whose interpretation would baffle 
the skill of an expert reader of cunei- 
form inscriptions. 

The "guess" (for the conclusion 
reached is off en a guess) may be wrong 
and the letter is sent to some address 
which; like "a shaft of random sent, 
finds m.irk tho archer little meant." 

Letters are often addressed to ship- 
ping points which are not postoffices, 
and, of course, such letters do not

reach their destination with that 
promptness the writers expect and 
which should characterize the work of 
the postoffico. 

Some country merchants and planters 
carry on their letterheads their ship- 
ping point, which is not alwasy a post- 
office, and their correspondents are 
then often led into error. 

Errors in abbreviating the name of 
the State is another fruitful cause of 
delay. Addressing mail to a discon- 
tinued postoffico necessarily will delay 
delivery, and many letters addressed 
"city," omitting the name of the city, 
has caused th.ein to visit other cities 
than the one to which they were des- 
tined. 

Then, again, letters intended for de- 
livery at a free delivery office have 
been slow in reaching their destination 
because of the absence of specific street 
address, or where the address given is 
fhe intersection of (wo streets. 

For instance, the delivery of a letter 
addressed to the "corner of Poydras 
and Rampart streets, New Orleans," 
will probably lie delayed because of the 
fact that there are four such corners, 
and each is in the district of a separate 
carrier. 

Through a fortuitous happening the 
letter may go directly into the hands 
of the right carrier, but the chances 
are that it will be successively handled 
Uv the other three carriers before it 
finallv reaches the fourth or right one. 
All envelopes should bear in the up- 
per loft hand corner the name and ad- 
dress of the sender of the letter, so that 
if it should fail to reach the addressee 
it may be promptly returned to the 
sender, which the Government agrees 
to do without additional cost. 

Letters addressed to one person are 
sometimes erroneously placed in the 
nostoflice box belonging to another, and 
the delay in the delivery to the proper 
person will depend upon the promptness 
'with which the letter is returned to 
the postoffico or forwarded to the ad- 
dressee by the person receiving it in 
error.

HOW TO GET THE 1920 LICENSE 
FOB YOUR DOG. 

Uesients of A T arbcrth who own dogs 
and who have not renewed their licenses 
for 1920 should writo to Irvin Bard- 
man, County Treasurer, Norristown. The 
method of procedure is as follows: Ask 
Mr. Bardman to send you an applica- 
tion for a 1020 dog license and onclose 
either a two-cent stamp or a stamped 
and addressed envelope. The County 
Treasurer will then mail you the appli- 
cation form, and upon receipt of this 
form you should fill it out and mail it 
back to the County Treasurer, enclos- 
ing the necessary fee. A postage stamp 
or self-addressed and stamped envelope 
should also be enclosed with the appli- 
cation. In two or three days the Coun- 
ty Treasurer will mail you the new 
1020 license.
